GRUB STAKED. 


Absorbed Nearly cAll of Old 
Mariner’s Estate. 


G-tman Heir Saves Something 
Out cf the Wreck. 


Cep’ain Wrde Finds Rough 
Sailing Near Close of 
Lije’s Uoyage. 


Capt. Henry C. P. Wrede, an ancient 
mariner from the German Fatherland, 
who is spending his senile days on a 
Southern California ranch, does not 
find it smooth sailing as he nears the 
end of his life’s voyage. 

Wrede, in his younger days, was 
captain of a North German Lioyd 
liner plying between Hamburg and 
New York, and was one of the sturdy 
sailor men who made the Hamburg- 
American line of floating palaces 
famous. At the age of sixty-six he is 
a helpless paralytic living on a walnut 
ranch at Placentia, and, it is alleged, 
under complete control of a husky 
yourg fellow named Henry W. Grubb, 
who acts as his nurse, counselor and 


major domo. 

It is openly charged that Grubifs 
ministrations to the old salt are not 
entirely disinterested; that he had, in 
fact, constituted himself guardian of 
Wrede’s person and effects with a 
view to feathering his own nest from 
the old man's | which are 
valued in the neighborhood of $15,000. 

GERMAN HEIR BOBS UP. 

Grubb was in a fair way of succeed- 
ing. when a distant relative of the old 
man arrived from Germany and put in 
a claim for the estate by right of in- 
heritance under a will made in bis 
favor by Capt. Wrede some years ago. 

The German heir and claimant is 
Max Wichers, a young marine engineer 
employed on the North German Lioyd 
liner Fuerst Bismarck. Wichers is a 
great-grand nephew of Capt. Wrede, 
and he became the latter's heir in the 
following mannér: 

December 14, 1877, Capt. Wrede bor- 
rowed 24,000 marks ( ) from Paul 
Wichers, father of Max. The unse- 
cured note which he gave for the loan 
was to fall due January 1, 1888, with 
interest at 5 per cent, payable semi- 
annually. Wrede never paid any of the 
interest efter the first year, nor any 
of the principal, so that the debt now 
amounts to about $14,000, which is 
nearly. if not altogether, equal to the 
present value of his estate. 

In 1886 Paul Wichers died, leaving a 
will tf favor of his son Max, then @ 
minor, bequeathing him the proceeds 
of the loan to Capt. Wrede when it 
should be repaid. Max's mother was 
appointed guardian of his estate by the 
German court during the remainder 
of his minority, and the court, for the 
protection of the young heir, also re- 
quired that some ty be given by 
Capt. Wrede for the Nment of his

retired from the sea and emigrated to

Although Wrede defaulted in re- 
payment of the loan, it does not appear 
that he repudiated the debt. When 
he was apprised that the German Pro- 
bate Court considered it the proper 
thing for him to make a settlement 
with the executor of Paul Wichers's 
estate, or give adequate security for 
the debt, he at once replied that it 
would embarraés him very much tv 
make a prompt settiement, but he of- 
fered to execute a will making young 
Max Wichers his sole heir, and be- 
queathing to him his entire estate in 
case of death. The court gave Fray 
Wichers the privilege of accepting th's 
a in behalf of her son, and 


Capt. Wrede executed the will as 
agreed, and sent a certified copy of it, 
in Nis own hand, to Germany as evi- 
dence that he was acting in good f:"th. 
In addition to this, Wrede kept up a 
friendly correspondence with his pros- 
pective heir, and the latter rested con- 
fident in the belief that upon his 
great grand uncle's death he would 
come into a gréater inheritance thin 
the sum which Wrede owed him os

Grubb is an illiterate fellow about 
31 years of age. 5 feet 10% inches in 
height, and of robust health and build. 
He is a native of Pennsylvania, and 
entered Capt. Wrede's employ as «a 
general roustabout some years - 
when the captain was yet living on th- 
vineyard property at Yorba. A strong 
attachment ang up between the ec- 
centric old rman and the youthful 
farm hand, and Grubb soon gained 
great influence over the ex-sea captain. 
Grubb worked for Wrede off and on for 
a good many years, coming and going 
when he pleased, and havi things 
pretty much his own way. rede sev- 
eral years ago made him a present of 
a fine team of horses and showed him 
many other favors. 

To Grubb'’s credit it must be said 
that he has not acted the part of an in- 
grate. He has been most faithful and 
diligent In looking after the old man’s 
physical comforts. About a year ago 
Wrede suffered a stroke of paralysis. A 
second stroke came last October, and 
crippled him badly.

It is not true, 
as asserted, that the kind of brick to be 
used on the outfall sewer could have 
been purchased then for 4 a tnourand. 
I certainly believe that it * much bet- 
ter for the city to purchase the brick 
and cement and to let the coitract far 
the work than to divide the sewer into 
sections and allow contractors to bid 
on the construction of the sections. In 
the latter case only the large cortrac- 
tors could bid as it-—requires quite a 
large bank account to handle the 
work on any considerable section of 
the outfall sewer.” 

Attorney Bacon asserted before the 
committee yesterday that the size of 
brick had been decreased nearly 15 per 


cent. by the brick makers and that 
the cost would beYncreased materially 
thereby. He the fact that
